The Senate continued the discussion 


of the Damage to Property 


(Compensation) Bill yesterday, and carried several important amend- 


ments. 


A feature of the debate was a statement by the Minister for Local 
Government on the state. of the country. 


He said that, since last June, 


an efficient Army had been created, a police force had been brought into 


existence, and the courts were functioning. 


No fortified posts were held 


iy men in opposition to the Government, and the forces which had tried 
io destroy the Government were “ dispirited and on the point of sur- 


render.”’ 


This statement was made in reply to a speech by Sir John Keane, 


who suggested that the Government would be in danger 


of departing 


from the path of financial integrity if it refused to accept its bonds at 
‘heir nominal value in payment of sums owing to it. The Senate carried 
an amendment to the effect that these bonds should be accepted at par 


in the discharge of death duties. 
be safeguarded against depreciation. 


Mr. Blythe said that the bonds would 


A proposal to appoint a central tribunal, which would be empowered 
to give decrees in respect of personal injuries, was rejected by two votes

The House resumed the consideration of the 
Committee stage of the Damage to Property 
(Compensation) Bill. 

Sir Thomas Grattan Esmonde moved as an 
amendment to Section 10. Sub-Section 2 (b), 
that there be added at the end the words, 
“ unless in such cases as Sub-Section 4 of this 
Section applies.”” He said that there was in- 
consistency between Buab-Sections 2 and 4. 
The former ordered the judge to attach a full 
reinstatement condition where premises bave 
been used for any trade or business, while 
SubSection 4 said that the judge was not to 
attach the condition if the injury to the 
building was not materially prejudicial to the 
economic welfare of the district. 

Mr. Blythe said that the intention of the 
Government was that in all such cases the full 
reinstatement condition shonld be attached. 
if the Semate wished to give discretion to the 
judge it might be done by omitting 2 (b) 
eltogether. The Government assumed that 
any building ordinarily used for the purpose 
of trade or business was of economic value to 
the neighbourhood, and should be reinstated. 
He admitted that there might be a dis- 
crepancy ip the two sections, and he suggested 
the amendment of Sub-Section 4 so as to re- 
tain the full reinstatement provision. 

fhe amendment was withdrawn for the 
Minister to consider how the desired end might 
be secured and the discrepancy avoided by 
wording to come before the Senate on the 
heport, stage. 

A senator asked did the reinstatement pro- 
vision apply to an ordinary residence, and 
the Chairman replied that it did not unless 
the residence was in Upper O'Connell! stzeet, 
Dublin. 

Mr. Diythe pointed out that Sub-Section 2 
provided for reinstatement in the case of 
private vesidences if reasonable cause were 
shown. 

The Earl of Kerry—Would it apply to a 
public-house? (Laughter.)

Mr. Blythe — I am sorry that Sir John

sweets of politica] power. e are not depart- 
ing from “it, We are trying to do what is 
best for the whole country and we are not 
trying to trample on the rights of any 
particular group or section of the people, or 
trying to get out of our difficulties at their 
expense, Senator Sir John Keane is pro- 
bably as well aware as we are of the diffi- 
culties and the dangers that would arise in 
the flotation of a loan at the moment. As 
far as 1 am aware the British Government 
did not accept any of their issues for. income 
or super-tax, but they did for death duties. 

I am not in a position at present to make 
an announcement about our securities, but 
they will not be' 3 per cent. Irredeemable 
Bonds, as suggested in an English paper. The 
will be bonds redeemable in a short period, 
carrying such a rate of interest as we cal- 
culate will prevent their depreciation. This 
whole matter is one of confidence. It ix 
easy to make a calculation on a question of 
interest and to fix such a rate that there will 
be no depreciation. If, when we have made 
our calculation there is a depreciation, it 
will be only through lack of stability in the 
country and in the Government.

A CENTRAL TRIBUNAL 
SUGGESTED.

GOVERNMENT'S PLAN. 


The intention of the Government was that 
thore people who were injured through no 
fault of taeir own should come before a tri- 
bunal properly constituted, presided over by a 
udge, assisted by a doctor, and another mem- 
fos of considerable experience, who would 
award him a euitable « gratia amount of 
compensation. 

Dependents of persons killed would he 
awarded a suitable amount of ex gratia com- 
pensation so that they might not suffer pecu- 
niary distress in addition to the loss of their 
near and dear relatives. 

It was, undoubtedly, proper that the State 
should deal with the matter in that way, and 
it was the most humane way of dealing with 
it, and people were not likely to be paid less 
than if they were legally entitled to it. So 
far as he knew, all Governments dealt with 
these things on an ex gratia basis. In 1916 
the British Government did it, and there were 
no, complaints. Somebody saw this thing, 
and thought it an opportynity to get up an 
agitation and set the dust blowing, and the 
dust had blown into a lot of people s eyes. He 
thought that no purpose would be served and 
no principle vindicated by putting the loss of 
life on the same plane as the loss of per. 

He was at loss to know why in that 
Assembly there were so many people to take 
up the attitude which they did.

UNSWERVING JUSTICE. 

Mr. Blythe — I am sorry that Sir John 
Keane thought proper to follow Mr. de 
Valera in suggesting that we are departing 
from the path of unswerving justice for the 
sweets of political power. e are not.depart- 
ing from ‘it. We are trying to do what is 
best for the whole country and we are not 
trying to trample on the rights of any 
particular group or sectian of the people, or 
trying to get out of our difficulties at their 
expense, Senator Sir John Keane is - 
bably as well awate as we are of the dim. 
culties and the dangers that would arise in 
the flotation of a loan at the moment. As 
far as I am aware the British Government 
did not accept any of their issues for. income 
or super-tax, but they did for death duties. 

I am not in a position at present to make 
an annonncement about onr securities, but 
they will not be 3 per cent. Irredeemable 
Bonds, as suggested in an English paper. The 
will be bonds redeemable in a short period, 
carrying such a rate of interest as we cal- 
culate will prevent their depreciation. This 
whole matter is one of confidence. It is 
easy to make a calculation on a question of 
interest and to fix such a rate that there will 
be no depreciation. If, when we have made 
our calculation there is a depreciation, it 
will be only through lack of stability in the 
country and in the Government. 

I know what perilous times we have gone 
through, how near we have been to the brink 
of the precipice, bow near to the happenings 
that would have made a witches’ cauldron 
of the country. I for one am quite confident 
of the future. (Hear, hear.) We have got 
through tremendous difficulties, Everything 
is not perfect, and we are not yet in the 
calm waters, but anyone looking around in 
an unprejudiced way can see that we are 
bringing the ship safely into harbour. (Ap- 
plause. ) 


WHAT HAS BEEN DONE, 


When we started out last June there were 
large bands of armed men in the Four Courts, 
and they held towns and barracks all over 
the country. We attacked them when we 
had nothing worthy of the name of an army. 
We had to get in recruits, put uniforms on

GOVERNMENT'S PLAN. 


The intention of the Government was that 
those people who were injared through no 
fault of tneir own should come before a tri- 
bunal properly constituted, presided over by a 
udge, assisted by a doctor, and another mem- 
— of considerable experience, who would 
award him a euitable ex gratia amount of 
compensation. 

Dependents of persons killed would be 
awarded a suitable amount of ez gratia com- 
pensation so that they might not suffer pecu- 
niary distress in addition to the loss of their 
near and dear relatives. 

It was, nndoubtediy, proper that the State 
should deal with the matter in that way, and 
it was the most humane way of dealing with 
it, and people were not likely to be paid less 
than if they were legally entitled to it. So 
far as he knew, all Governments dealt with 
these things on an ex gratia basis. In 1916 
the British Government did it, and there were 
no, complaints. Somebody saw this thing, 
and thought it an opportpnity to get up an 
agitation and set the dust blowing, and the 
dust had blown into a lot of people's eyes. He 
thought that no purpose would be served and 
no principle vindicated by putting the loss of 
life on the same plane as the loss of property. 

He was at loss to know why in that 
Assembly there were so many people to take 
up the attitude which they did. If there was 
an election pending and people wanted a 
platform cry he could understand it, but at 
present he could not understand it, unless. it 
was done to assert the principle that life had 
the same value as property. 

Mr. Douglas suggested that the amendment 
be withdrawn.

The Free State Budget. 


Probably the most remarkable feature 
of Mr. Cosgrave’s Badget statement in 
Dail Hircann yesterday was the apparent 
lack of interest which was displayed in it 
by members of the Dil. There was a very 
meagre attendance when the Minister of 
Finance rose to make what, in all civilised 
countries, is considered to be the most 
important speech of the year. Mr. Cos- 
grave wisely refrained from any attempt 
to disguise the unsatisfactory con- 
dition of ithe | national finances; and 
his remarks, on the whole, were. pitched 
in a very moderate key. The broad out- 
line of last year’s balance sheet is known 
already. The total revenue was £27,863,000, 
as against Exchequer issues of £30,197,000. 
At the end of the year Mr. Oosgrave found 
himself faced with a deficit of £2,531,000, 
with a balance in the Treasury of £197,000. 
Of the total revenuc, however, a certam 
amount had been collected in Ireland on 
behalf of the British Government, which, 
in its turn, had collected various sums in 
Britain o Irish account. The final ad- 
justment has yet to be made; bu: Mr. 
Cosgrave predicted taas it would be 
“ altogether against the Free State,” and 
that a further sum of abont £1,700,000 
must be paid into the British Exchequer. 
The actual revenue of the Free State 
for last year, therefore, roughly, 
£25,000,000, and the actual deficit on the 
year’s working was in the neighbourhood 
of £4,000,000. 

In this connection Mr. Cosgrave made 
a very interesting admission He ex- 
plained a mistake of sonte £2,000,000 
estimate of the Free States 
the fact that he had based 
his calculations on the White Papers 
issued by the British Treasury. When, 
however, the facts of the revenue situation 
came to be investigated by the Irish Go- 
vernment, it was discovered that the 
White Papers were too generous to the 
Free State and had  over-estimated 
the amount of revenue collected in its 
area. Illusions, as Mr. Thomas Johnson 
remarked, are being shattered daily in Ire- 
land. How many leading articles which 
have appeared in the Nationalist Press 
during the past fifty years would need to 
be re-written the light of this 
sorrowful fact! The estimates for the 
present year are far from comforting. 
Revenue is estimated at £26,000,000, in 
round figures, while expenditure will 
amount to about £46,500,000. The large 
deficit will be met by borrowing, and Mr.

It may be of interest to deputies to 
learn in this connection that the Ministry of 
Finance circularised all public departments a 
month ago for the purpose of having imme- 
diate and earnest’ consi@feration given to the 
whole field of administration, with the object 
of exploring every feasible means of effecting 
economies. Preliminary reports are to be 
made in the first instance on more important 
matters, leaving details and minor matters 
to be examined subsequently. 

Che total figures of expenditure which 1 
have given do uot make provision for apy 
supplementary estimates. It is the desire of 
the Executive Council, as far as possible, to 
avoid supplementary estimates; but, in the 
event of any such estimates being necessitated 
as a result of legislation or otherwise, it may 
not be unreasonable to hope that the amount 
involved can be met by savings to be effected 
on the main estimates by the adoption of 
economies in the course of the year. 

REVENUE 1923-24. 

The estimate which has been circulated in- 
dicates generally how it is proposed to meet 
the total expenditure of over 465 millions. 
It is proposed to find 26 millions oí this total 
irom revenue, made up of 20; millions from 
tax revenue and 5} millions from non-tax 


revenue. 
NON-TAX REVENUE. 

Little comment seems necessary to explain 
the details of non-tax revenue. It will be 
noticed that of the total of 65 millions, three 
millions is the estimated British contribution 
during the year towards compensation for pre- 
truce damage to property. The miscellaneous 
item forming part of the non-tax revenue con- 
sists chiefly of instalments in repayment of 
local loans, the amount of which under pre- 
sent arrangements is afterwards transferable 
to the British Government out of the vote 
for local loans. ' 

I should mention in thia connection that the 
published figures do not, show either on the 
receipt or expenditure side the collection of 
land putchase annuities and subsequent 
transfer thereof to the British Government. 
An arrangement for this purpose will, how- 
ever, u to be made ; but, as it should affect 
each side of the Budget account to the same 
extent, it does not alter the margin between 
revenue and expenditure, as shown in the 
published peper. 

TAX REVENUE. 

The tax revenue for the year is estimated, 
as I have said, at 204 millions. The corres- 
ponding figure for 1922-23 shewn in the 

rinted estimate is £25,849;000; but, as this 
is an unadjusted figure, the rea] comparative 
figure for -1922-23 should he taken as approxi- 
mately 25 millions. Thus a decline of 25 
millions in the tax yield is anticipated. 

The general principle on which our taxing 
proposals ate based is that existing taxes 
should be continued as far as possible for 
1923-24, according to the same rates and con- 
ditions as have applied in 1922-23. We have 
taken over as from the beginning of this 
month av elaborate fisca] system: and a com- 
plex code of law that governs it, and in under- 
taking the heavy burden which this involves 
are necessarily precluded from making that 
full investigation of all the details of the 
system which would be an essential pre- 
liminary. to any reform of policy such as the 
special circumstances of Saorstat Eireann 
might perhaps require. : 

he genera! state of our finances makes it

Britain comes next with 245,000 in 1914 
and 654,443 in 1922. Cdnada holds third 
place with 46,000 in 1914 and 487,099 in 1922. 

France comes fourth with 100.000 in 1914 
and 290,303 in 1922. Germany is fifth with 
126,092 in 1922. 

Then in order come Australia, Argentina, 
Italy, Spain, British India; Belgiúm, South 
Africa, and New Zealand. The smallest num- 
ber recorded is two for the Seychelles. 

The number of motor cars possessed by 
the United States forms 84 per cent. of the 
world’s total. The State of New York alone 
possesses a million motor cars, or one car to 
every eight inhabitants.

MIDATANY “OPERATIONS 
IN “TIPPERARY. 


LIAM LYNCH’S COLLEAGUES 
STILL AT LARGE. 


— 


From Ove SPECIAL CORRESPONDFEYT, 
CLONMEL, Friday Night. 

Thousands of troops, drawn from nearly 
every town in General Prout’s Command 
Area, invested the Comeragh, Knockmealdown, 
and Monavilla Mountains last night, and in 
the early hours of this morning commenced 
one of the most elaborate combing-out opera- 
tions undertaken during the present conflict. 
All day long the troops were engaged in an 
exhaustive sweep of the three ranges, but 
with little or no result. Most of the columns 
returned to their posts to-night, and no im- 
portant captures are reported. 

Evidently Mr de Valera, Dan Breen, 
and the other member of the conference 
which was surprised. by the troops on Tues- 
day* morning ‘have escaped from the 
mountains, or, as is thought not unlikely, are 
still lying low in some remote fastness in the 
higher and more isolated slopes. 

Early to-day rumour had it that Mr. 
de Valera had narrowly evaded capture at 
the hands of troops operating near Kulsheelin. 
Inhabitants of the district say that he was in 
the neighbourhood overnight, and that he had 
not long left when this morning’s operations 
began. Little credence, however, is to be 
attached to the story. The military authorities 
here were in no way optimistic about their 
chances of finding Mr. Liam Lynch’s’ com- 
panions in the sweep which was carried out 
to-day; but at least, it has shown that of the 
many colnmns that frequented the. Tipperary 
mountains till a couple of months ago 
scarcely one remains today. 


PLAN OF OPERATIONS. 

General Prout’s plan of campaign in the 
present occasion was similar to that adopted 
earlier in the week for the sweeping of Crohan 
West. By eight o'clock last night hundreds 
of troops were in position on every side of 
the Knockmealdown and Comeragh ranges. 
So quietly and unexpectedly did the columns 
set to work that few knew of their presence 
at the foot of the mist-curtained mountains. 

Rain fell heavily sfter midnight, and day- 
light found the drenched and wmud-be- 
spattered soldiers, getting ready for the day a 
operation. At 5.30 a.m. all columns pushed 
forward simultaneonsly—the Kilkenny troops 
to Punchbowl, Glanpatrick, and Knock- 
anoffrim, in the Comeraghs; and the Carrick- 
on-Suir troops from Rathgormac to Curra 
heen. The Waterford troops, operating from 
Clonea and Kilmacthomas, took the east side 
of the Comeraghs, the Cappoquin and Lis- 
more columns clearing the southern portion 
of the Knockmealdown range, and troops from 
Ballyporeen and Ballyfuon the northern side. 

For nearly fourteen hours the troops 
tramped the mountain ranges. It was night- 
fall when the day’s operations came to an end. 
The closest. search. possible in the circum- 
stances had failed to Ineate more than two 
men. neither of whom was found with arms 
in his possession, They ‘seemed much de- 
pressed, and rathar welcomed their capture. 

Most of the columns returned to their 
quarters to-night, feotsere and skin-soaked. 
A few of the columns are still on the 
mountains, but are expected to return later 
to-night or tomorrow morning. 

The operation was conducted in such a 
thorough fashion that General Prout ex- 
pressed the opinion to me this evening that 
resistance has now been contpletely broken 
in his command.

Before the Court, the accused 
was charged by the prosecutor of being a 
counter-revolutionary, through preaching ad- 
herence to the Church and chporing Com- 
monism, .The Pope was fou guilty end 
condemned to death, whereupon loud cheers 
echoed through the rooms. 

It is proposed to conduct such trials at 
every proletariat club and factory assembly, 
and publish millions of leaflets and brochures. 
A placard, showing a ‘‘Red’’ working- 
man armed with a hammer ascending to 
Heaven by a ladder to demolish the 
Christian, Jewish and pagan gods is 
appearing on the hoardings throughout the 
city. Meanwhile the Patriarch Tikhon, whose 
trial has been postponed, oblivious to out- 
side appeals oh his behalf, spends his time 
unmoved in the monastery near Moscow, 
where he is under arrest. The Patriarch, 
according to my information, prays con 
tinually, fasts a great deal, and does not seem

Mr. Figgis moved that the debate on the 
statement be adjourned until the House met 
at 3 o'clock next Tuesdav, so that, in the 
meantime, the members would have an oppor- 
tunity of considering the details of the speech.

He was sure that they were not very far 
trom a considerable ferment in this count 
on the particular question of the Budget, an 
bs believed that the sooner they got into it 
the better. He hoped that in future years 
they would see people coming to see the 
Budget day as a day of vital importance to 


them all. 
ADJOURNED. 
TIME TO CONSIDER THE 
SPEECH. 


Mr. Darrel! Figgis said that he was sorry 
that only generalities of taxation had been in- 
dulged in. Certain figures had been in their 
hands for some weeks past, and now the 
statement of the Finance Minister had caused 
4 revision of certain af those figures. Jn the 
circumstances it seemed to him that ii would 
be unwise and unfair to direct any criticism 
or comment towards the figures, which were 
not before them in their final form, and 
based upen a speech by the Finance 
Minister, which had been delivered very 
clearly and very lucidly, but which they had 
not got before them in writing. 

For that reason he would ask the permission 
of the House to move the adjournment of the 
debate. He understood that there were re- 
solntions to before the House, and he sug- 
gested that in the circumstances the debate 
might be adjourned, and the resolutions pro- 
ceeded with. He undersiood that these re- 
solutions were required to give technical 
effect to certain actions within the neat few 
days, and when these had been 
would desire to move the adjournment of the 
debate. 

The Speaker said that if there was agree 
ment in the House such a motion could be 


passed. . 

Mr. O'Donnell spoke of what he referred to 
as” the sordid action of some Labour men 
in Dublin in holding up work in the harbour 
for three days.

Mr, Coagrave said that the resolution pro- 

sed certain things which were embodied in 
the law in Scotland, and some of which were 
in operation in England., There were huge 
sums of money oytatanding. In Dublin alone 
the arrears due from employs. exclusive of 
workmen, amounted to £365,000. 

Mr, Johnson repeated his question as to 
whether the resolution involved any depar- 
tare from the practice hitherto followed. Was 
this the same type of resolution as was passed 
by the House a year ago? 

Mr. Cosgrave said that the resolution em- 
braced the alterations he had indicated. In 
other words, they were taking practically the 
— powers as were in operation in Scot- 
and. 

Mr. Johnson said that he thought under 
these circumstances that the consideration of 
the resolution should be postponed. They 
should have time to consider what was meant 
hy the resolution. If it was simply something 
that had been already soeeplad by the adop- 
tion of certain Acts it might be excusable, 
but here they had a resolution placed in their 
hands and they ntight be committed by it to 
principles they objected to absolutely. 

Mr. Cosgrave said that the resolution was 
absolutely new in respect to the special cir- 
cumstances that he had described. He had 
received an undertaking from the Revenue 
officials that they would exercise discretion 
to avoid cases of individual hardship. The 
resolution represented a very considerable 
sum, and dealt with a class of persons who 
were able to pay, but who were avoiding pay- 
ment, and who would not pay their contribu- 
tions unless machinery were devised which 
forced them to pay, 

Mr. Johnson said that he had not had time 
to read the resolution, and should not be 
asked to vote for it Without some considera- 


tion. 
STATE AND CITIZEN. 


Mr. Davin (Leix, Labour), said that from 
his knowledge of the operation of a resolu- 
tion of that kind, it was not new, so far as 
Lrilish gevermu.nent was concerned. hie. re 
garded tne question of income tax as a matter 
to be settled vetween the individual citizen and 
the State,on the presumed right of the State 
to impose taxation. As a result of instruc- 
tions during the Anglo-Irish war, he person- 
ally had an experience of the right of a par- 
ticular employer regarding the payment of 
his (Mr. Davin's) income tax. 

He regarded it ag an efiort to retain the 
British Government in, Lreland, and a member 
of the second Dail had told him that he was 
right in not paying the tax. He did not 
think that a native Irish Government had a 
right to come along now and adopt the British 
method. It was not the duty of any em- 
ployer to extract from the individual employé, 
under apy resolution of this kind, taxation 
which waa a matter between the individual 
citizen and the State itself. 

He objected to the passing on to them of 
any law that had been in operation when the 
British were in charge of this country, and 
when they were advised by those in charge 
at the time to ignere that law. 

The Minister for Home Affairs said that it 
was not now a question of a particular law—~ 
it was a question now of the Government re- 

msibility to the people through their Par- 
liament for the collection of taxes. In this 
and other matters people caught on to a 


phrase that was current in tbe past, and at- 4 


tempted to apply it now that the whole Con- 
stitution was changed. The idea that objec 
tions that were good and valid in the past 
were equally good and valid now was un- 
unsound, 

Mr. Gavan Duffy waa understood te com- 
plain of the manner in which the resolutions 
were brought before the House. He thought 
that they should have an opportunity of con- 
sidering them, as they were matters of great 


importance. 
BILL NEEDED. 


Mr. Cosgrave said that the resolution, even 
if passed, would not be acted upon uniil it 
was made law by a bill to be introduced. The 
resolution was at present like a bill presented 
for the first reading, and only to that extent 
would the House committed. 

Mr. Johnson asked if the House could not 
be given at a later stage an opportunity of 
discussing the resolution, without at present 
committing themselves in the slightest de- 
free. So far as he was concerned, he did 
not want to commit himself until he under- 
stood the resolution. 

Mr. Cosgrave said that his object was 
simply to convenience the House in the trans- 
action of its business. The passing of the 
resolution would not resirict subsequent dis- 
cussion. 

The resolution was passed. 


DOUBLE TAXATION. 
WHAT HAS BEEN DECIDED. 


Mr. Cosgrave moved :—

Peter Hughes called attention to the hard- 
ships which farmers in North Louth were en- 
during because of the scheduling of an area in 
whieh there was an outbreak of black scab. 
The people, he said, were unable to market 
their potatoes, and were on the verge of 
bankruptey. It would not pay them to send 
their potatoes to England, and he asked that 
the schedule should be withdrawn. 

Messrs. Wilson and Johnson supported Mr. 
Hughes's request. 

Professor Magennis (National University) 
said that it appeared to him that the case 
made by Deputy Hughes was absolutely con- 
vincing, and that nothing but the impossibility 
of the State to pay its way could be accepted 
as an answer to it. 

The Minister ef Agriculture (Mr. Hogan) 
said that this was undoubtedly a genuine case, 
and he was anxious from every point of view 
to mitigate it; but he had, with all the good 
will in t&e world, an equal difficulty im 
deciding what could be done to help them. 
The Department of Agriculture could not 
undertake the respousibility of allowing these 
potatoes out of the area for sale in any other 
part of Ireland. It would be risking the whole 
potato industry of the country. 

Mr. Hughes said that epimggling of the 
potatoes was going on, and the country would 
be ruined if the country did not g:ve relief.

QUESTIONS. 
THE BORDER PROBLEM. 


Mr. Darrell Figgis asked the President if 
he had noticed the statement made by ethe 
Premier of Northern Ireland, in the presence 
of an English Cabinet Minister, that “ the 
great question of the Border is practically 
thrown altogether into the background, and 
will probably never rise again ” ; and if he 
was in a position to assure the Dail that this 
repudiation of an important provision oi the 
Treaty does not express the attitude of either 
of the co-<cval contracting parties to that 
instrument—uamely, Saorstat Eireann and 
Great Britain. 

Mr. Cosgrave réplied that the answer to the 
first part of the question was in the affirma- 
tive. With regard te the second part of the 
question, the provision of the Treaty, including 
Clause 17, which deait with the boundary 
queation, still continued to be in full force. 
"Mr. Figgis asked further if the President 
had any information to give the House as to 
the further progress made aa to the setting up 
of the Boundary Commission. 

Mr. Cosgrave said that there was some diffi- 
culty in seeing how the question arose out of 
the original question. 


PRISONERS’ DEATHS. 

Mr. T. Johnson (Labour) asked the Minister 
for Home Affairs whether any inquest had 
been held respecting the deaths of four mili- 
tary prisoners at the Countess Bridge, Kil- 
larney, on Wednesday, March 7th, and, if not. 
would he arrange with the Minister of Defence 
for an inquiry to be held. 

General Mulcahy said that an inquest had 
not been held respecting those deaths. An 
order for a military inquiry into the circum- 
stances was isaved on April 4th. but he had 
only received the papers connected with it the 
previous night and had not the speir oí 
going into them. If the question was re- 
peated on the next — paper, together 
with the question relating to the death of 
eight prisoners at Ballyseedy Bridge, near 
Tralee, he would reply to both.

Some form fat green tufte in shady places. 
Among these the known are Saxifraga 
Wallacei, hypnoides, and muscoides, all with 
white flowers. From these have arisen the 
red mossies, such es Guildford seedling, Glas- 
nevin Red, and innumerable other hybrids. 
Naturally shade-loving, they will flourish in 
full’ sun, although most of the red varieties 
fade considerably when fully open. The usual 
flowering time for mossies is in May and 
June. 

Some real gems are to be found among tha 
Kalschia section—such are apiculata, one of 
the earliest, pale yellow on a dark green 
cushion; Elisabeth®, also yellow, and flower- 
ing near apiculata in March or April; Saxi- 
fraga Borseriana Gloria, with big flat white 
flowers, also flowering early and preferring a 
cool, shady chink. 

The silver or incrusted saxifrages are, per- 
haps, the best of all—certainly they are most 
hardy and least fussy, and are beautiful alike 
in flower and out of it. All of them form 
masses of silvery rosettes, which throw up 
in June or thereabouts delicate spikes of 
white or yellow or pink spotted flowers, 
ranging in heigth from a few inches to over 
two feet. Some measure as much as six 
inches across a rosette; of others whole 
families of rosettes will fit into a tiny pot. 

Nearly all are accommodating in their 
ways, though they prefer a horizontal position 
and to be wedged tightly into a crevice be- 
tween rocks. en they are in no danger of 
the rain settling on their faces. They will 
stand full sun or partial shade, and most of 
them love to have lime in the soil. At 
flowering time they throw a feathery cloud 
like snow over their native rocks. The 
varieties of silver saxifrages are legion, wd 
are necessarily mixed pe often misnamed— 
some of the usual and best-known forms ere 
saxifraga cotyledon and altissima, among the 
taller growers; valcana, red-spotted, coch- 
lians smaller and very pleasant. 

The propagation of rock plants in general 
is a fairly simple matter, and particularly 
is this true of the saxifrages. e easiest 
method is to pull off a tuft or rosette from 
mossy, rabschia, or silver, and stick it into 
firm, sandy soil in a shady place, after flower- 
time is over. Most ef them will strike 
readily if the rosette is buried just up to 
its neck, not above it on any account, and 
made firm. Saxifrages can be raised easily 
from seed, and the result is always interest- 
ing, as the seedlings often differ considerably 
from their parents.

HE Air Ministry ig about to carry out 
ad trials with what, in the absence of any 

other name, may be termed power- 
assisted gliders. Such machines must not be 
confused with the small 20 h.p. air-runabouts, 
which are expected to be capabie of quite long 
journeys at an average speed of well over 60 
m.p-h., but, fitted with engines of some 7 
h.p., they. must be regarded rather as an 
advanced stage of scientific experiment m 
soaring flight Such a machine, with a 7 
h.p. engine, has been designed by Mr. W. 0. 
Manning, and constructed by the English 
Electric Company for the Air Ministry, and 
by the time that these notes can appear in 


print, it is probable that it will have been 
tried in the ai Experiments ou similar 
lines are also being conducted in France, where 
M. Barbot, who competed in the British 


glider trails last year with a ‘‘ Dewoitine ~ 
motorless aeroplane, has been making success- 
ful. flights recently with a machine of the 
same make, fitted with a 7 h.p. engine It 
is his intention in the near future to attempt 
the double crossing of the English Channel 
on a petrol consumption of two quarts in an 
eflort to win pri ‘es offered by M. Louis 
Blériot and the Paris Matin. In order to ful- 
fil these conditions, it is obvious that a large 
part of the flight will have to be carried out 
with the power cut off : indeed, the object of 
the smal! engine in such machines is only to 
carry the craft from one region of favourable 
up-currents to the next. 


The Duke of Sutherland, Under Secretary 


of State for Air, has offered a prize of £500 
to be competed for by power-assisted glide 

during this year. , Machines are to be fitted 
with an engine not exceeding 750 c.c. cylinder 
capacity, and the prize will he awarded for 
the longest flicht made with a total consump- 


tion of one callon of commercially obtainable 
fue! This competition, which is under the 


control of the Royal Aero Cinb, will be open 
for one week—probably during the early 
autumn. 


Desert Airways. 


The siguificance of the power-assisted glider 
is, perhaps, best indicated by quoting from 
the paper, “ The Progress of Research and Ex- 
periment,’’ read by Air-Marshal Sir Geoffrey 
Salmond, before the Air Conference, held in 
London during February last. He said, refer- 
ring to the glider: “ There is the further con- 
sideration that it may add, in ways that 
cannot yet be anticipated, to the knowledge 
of the nature of that atmospheric turbulence 
in al] directions, which Mr. C. J. Taylor has 
shown to be present in a normal wind, and the 
possibility of drawing upon the kinetic energy 
of such movemenis 2s 2 source of power.” 

The phenomenon of soaring birds over the 
desert and the plains of India is well known: 
therefore, if man. through 
power-assisted glider, can discover this source 
of secret energy, it is reasonable to assume 
that aeroplanes flying over the many miles 
Ol soaring country which must be traversed 
by inter-imperial air routes, will require far 
less motive power than is at present essential, 
and so, by reducing running increase 
the commercial value of ai: transport. 

As an experiment, an agent for British 
motor cycles recently arranged for a machine 
to be transported by the Instone Air Line 
from London to Cologne, the time in actual 
transit being, of course, about three hours. 
By the ordinary train and boat route, no leas 
than six weeks elapse between the time a 
motor cy¢tle is despatched from London and 
its receipt in Cologne. The agent is so pleased 
with the result of this experiment that he pro- 
poses to send a batch of about eight machines 
every alternate week, and as this consign- 
ment will just fill a D.H.34 aeroplane, the 
Instone Air Line may put on a special machin 
to deal with the traffic. This a marked 
example of the possibilities of air transport as 
a medium for accelerating Britain's export 
trade. ; 

As a result of successful experiments in 
the evolution ef aer$pianes leaving and re- 
turning to airships while in flight, the United 
States Navy are now proceeding with the 
construction of an aeroplanc;carrying airship. 
It is unnecessary to evlarge upon the in- 
creased radius of action and accelerated 
mobility which such a combination would im- 
part to aircraft in war. Indeed, this’ very 
feature of the airship one of the strong 
talking point of the *“ Burney’’ Commercial 
Airship Scheme.

SUPERSTITIONS IN 
BIRDS.

ANY of us in our young days were 
Mi filled with the belief that to kill a 
robin was sure, sooner or later, to 
bring some punishment. Even the nest of the 
bird comparatively safe from our 
youthful depredations Doubtless, the bird 
owes its popularity to the story of the ‘Babes 
in the Wood,” which ballad may, perhaps, 
have given rise to the popular notion that the 
robin will cover with leaves any dead person 
it may chance to find. 

Of course, we are all familiar with the 
superstitious practice of bunting the wren on 
St. Stephen‘s Day, but probably not many 
of us really know the reason why. 

It is recorded that during a rebellion in 
our country .a party.of soldiers who had, 
through fatigue, fallen asleep. at their posts, 
and would doubtless have been surprised. by 
their enemies had they not been awakened by 
some wrens pecking on the drums as the 
enemy approached. On this account the wren 
was said to have gained the mortal hatred of 
certain classes in the country, who killed ‘the 
little bird whenever they got the chance. 

In ‘the Isle of Man it was said that if a 
feather were taken from the wren when killed 
on St. Stephen s Day it was considered to be 
a most efficacious protection against ship- 
wreck for a period of twelve months; and, 
indeed, up to late years Manx fishermen would 
not’ think.of going to sea without one. 

Everybody knows that many birds are 
ominous of evil. Thus, crows are said to 
be unlucky if seen on the left-of the observer ; 
and wien one of them flies over a house 
croaking three times it is said to be a certain 
sign of the death of one of the inmates. The 
appearance of ravens or the screeching of 
owls was looked upon by our remote ancestors 
as foreboding death; while the sittling of a 
white pigeon upon a chimney was supposed to 
bring death in a short time to some one in 
the house beneath it. 

The magpie has been looked upon from the 
earliest times as the harbinger of either ill 
or good-luck. We have been told that it .is 
unlucky to see one magpie and afterwards 
several others; while, on the other hand, if 
two magpies are seen it is a sign of an 
approaching wedding; three, of a prosperous 
journey; and four, that some good news will 
be received. Other authorities state that a 
wedding is presaged by the appearance of 
three magpies, and a death by four. There is 
an old Scots rhyme anent this which runs 
thus :— 

(me's sorrow, twos mirts, 
Three's a wedding, fours a birth 
Five's a christening, six a death, etc. 

There are many people, even to-day, “who 
regard peacocks’ feathers as unlucky. Pro- 
bably this piece of superstition had its origin 
in the story of Argus, who was changed into 
a peacock, his hundred eyes becoming at the 
same time the eyeshots on the tail feathers 
of the bird. 

Our domestic poultry haye, too, given rise 
to many superstitious customs and beliefs. 
Thus, the crowing of a hen has for long been 
looked upon as unlucky ; and in some places 
in the West it is considered as a foreboding 
of death. 

None of us have any objection to the crow- 
ing of the cock so long as he does it at reagon- 
able hours. In fact, it is as well that he 
should crow, for our forefathers had a firm 
belief that at the first sound of* the crow of 
the cock all ghosts who happened to be wan- 
dering among the living should forthwith 
hasten back to Hades.

YW JARSAW is not a’picturesque city. It has 
W no architectura} beauties. Its streets, 
spacious and airy, might be the strects 
of any other city in Europe. [ts river Vistula 
io é and uninteresting. One might suppose 
that the bridge which was blown up by the 
Bolsheviks in 1918 is worth seeing. So it is; 
but having seen it, one is drawn to the inevi- 
table usion that a bridge blown up by the

But what is worth seeing in Warsaw, what 
is worth going a long “way to see, is the poor 
varter—in other words, the Jewish quarter.

if. Mr. Bateman was to caricature the carica- 
tures: of. Crnikshank he would not libel that

One afternoon I decided to go through this 
part of the.town from eid to end. As I leit 
the rich part, and as the streets grew darker 
and dirtier, [ began to meet less and less 
Gentiles and more and more Jews, until 
finally I met hardly any other race. They 
were all dressed exactly the same as Fagin 


in Cruikshank’s pictures, with ‘the black 
skull-cap and the flowing black cloak and 
skirt. ey walked with the shambling step 


peculiar to their race. Their handsome faces, 
their soft skins, their white beards, their 
Isaac-peering eyes, have written themselves 
upon my memory for ever. 


A Strange Race. 

Strange race! Who can account for that 
quiet dignity, that supercilious expression, 
as if they had just written the Encyclopedia 
Britannica, as they emerge from dwellings 
which are a mockery to themselves and an 
insult to their God? But surely no men who 
really have their hearts in their purses could 
have faces such as these! No men whose 
minds. are bent only upon material things 
could have eyes such as theirs. They must 
be waiting for something, for some prophecy 
to be fulfilled, for some high day when they 
shall arise to seatter their enemies and enter 
& promised land. 

I went from one street through an arch- 
way which led into a small market place. It 
was absolutely packed with people buying and 
sélling—in fact, once inside it was almost 
impossible to move backwards or forwards. 
L took out a cigarette and lit it, for it seemed 
to me that here all the diseases in Europe 
must be gathered together. The ground was 
slippery with fallen fish; the air stank with 
bad meat and rotten fruit. Everyone seemed 
fearfully angry with everyone else, and there 
was more jostling and elbowing aside than 
in a Rugby football match. Most of those 
who bought and sold were old, with faces 
worn and ravaged with disease and suffering. 

[ sed on a little further through a sort 
of « that seemed to go on for a long 
way. Here on either side were rows and rows 
of what can best be described as cages. In 
each oí these cages meat wae placed upon a 
board, and behind the board a woman sat. It 
was a peculiarly unpleasant place, for at times 
there seemed little difierence between the meat 
and she who sat behind. A little further on 
I looked into a tub which appeared to be 
full of rubbish, but on looking more carefully 
I perceived that it was fish for sale! 

As I turned to go I saw, sitting in a corner. 
a girl of extraordinary beauty. She was not 
buying or selling anything, but simply gazing 
with a blank expression at this crowd whic 
was so new a sight to me, but which must 
have been a daily one to her. I could not 
help thinking as. I passed om how soon this 
flower, blooming in this unlovely ground, 
must be forced to wither like the rest of those 
around her. 

When I had entered the market place |

‘hile passing through the streets I peered 
into all the different shops and houses—a 
fascinating occupation because al! these shops 
and rooms seemed to stretch backwayds for 
an immeasurable distance. Sometimes lookin 
through an archway long vistas of battered 
windows and courtyards could be seen where 
children played. Sometimes it was a shop 
where odd bits of furniture were sold, amongst 
which numbers of boys and girls sprawled in 
inconceivable poverty and rags and dirt. 
Sometimes it was a bunch of screaming chil- 
dren, fighting over a dead mouse, or some 
such thing. Sometimes a woman could be 
seen sitting quite alone in the middle of her 
shop gazing blankly at the open door. 


A Contrast. 


As I turned one corner, a spectacle, not 
uncommon, of course, but well suited to this 
quarter oí the town, caught my eye. An old 
woman, with all the Punch-like qualities of a 
fearfal hag—the bent back, the wizened face, 
the knaried stick, the heavy burden—wae 


being pursued by ferocious children who 
threw things at her, and screem in 
her face. At intervals she would stop 


and curse them, and they. would shrink back 
a little, but as soon as she moved on again 
they were around her like a swarm of bees. 

While walking through these streets in 
Warsaw it was impossible to refrain from 
asking oneself, “What is the purpose of 
life?’ What can these people gain by being 
born at all? They live always in these streets, 
from childhood to:old age. They probably 
never see any other streets in the world, 
and do nothing but bargain that they may 
live, and live that they may bargain.”’ But, 
perhaps, there is some reason in the poverty 
of the Polish Jews. . Perhaps their time will 
come. 

Anyhow, the poor quarter of Warsaw is by 
far the most interesting part of the city. 
Other cities have more “respectable” 
sights. In hours of leisure in Paris you can 
gaze at the traffic crossing the Place de is 
Concorde; at Berlin you can wander up and 
down the Linden; at Prague you can watch 
the people going home over Karl's Bridge, of 
everlasting beauty; but at Warsaw the fasci- 
nation in the dwellings of a sphinx-like 
people will hold your fancy all the time.
